K uroki's arm y Is ex trem ely activ e 
east of the Russian p osition and the 
R ussians are corresp onding ly activ e. 
The Russian center is being rap idly 
p ushed northw ard to a p oint where 
K urop atkin established his base after 
the battle of Vaf&ng ow.
